ITEMS OF STATE NEWS. 


No Vote on the Jones Bill for Un- 
restricted Coinage, 


•U''ARHT\OTON, Feb 20.—Tho Silver flight 
In tho senate is finished, and no vote will 
bo had on the Jones bill. At y o'eloek last 
/light tho senate adjourned after a deter- 
mined but fruitless elYort on tho part of 
tho silver men, led by Mr. Jones, ol Ar- 
kiinaas, to puss the bill for theuurcstricted 
coinage of silver. 


The one day devoted to that bill showed 
conelusivoly that no t\mount of pressman 
would bring about a vote, and if tho silver 
bill was kept beforo tho senate that it 
would result In dofeiitlng the appropria- 
thm bills ¿xnd force an ext/.i session. Tho 
silver men feel that they have shown tlieir 
strength, /md believe that tln\v havo gained 
a substantial victory in seeuriui? the prom- 
ise of ii vote upon tiie resolution presented 
by IMr. Wole-ott declaring the sense of liio 
senate. Althouiih the agretmient was not 
entered into in tho senate all the senators 
present who were opposing the resolution 
affreed privately that a vote should bo had 
on the resolution today. It will probably 
bo didmted somewhat, and senators will 
briefly express tholr viows. 


It is possible to prevent a vote if those 
who were not parties to tho jmvate agree- 
ment should decide to oi)p(>se it, as tLi-rc 
Wild no unanimous consent asked or given 
in tho senate. 
The Republicans who 
agreed that there should bo a vote in 
eluded Senators Aldrich, Piatt, ('handler 
and Quay, as well as the silver leatier-f on 
the Rf publican side, whil-» Senators (Jock- 
rell, Jilackl)uru and Jones of the Demo- 
cratic Benatt)rs agreed to the proposition. 


The opponents of the Jones bill present 
said they were willing there should bo a 
vt)te on the declaratory resolution pre- 
sented by Mr. Wolcott, and it is believtid 
that this private agreenient will bo ad- 
hered to in the seuiite. This ends the pil- 
ver fight for this session, and the appro- 
priation bills will monopolize the remain- 
der of tho session, with perhaps some time 
devoted to tho bankruptcy bill and the 
pooling bill. 


The silver fm^c^-; as^ierted their strength 
at tho outset o£" the prooeedin^^ri yesterday, 
and by a vote of 
to 27 displaced the 
morning business and took up the silver 
bill before tho regular ortler had boen 
reached. 


Mr. Vilas, of Wisconsin, then took tho 
floor for four houi's in a careftilly prepared 
speech defending the administration for 
the recent bojid contraet, 
Wheji Mr. 
Vilas coiicluded, at 0:35 p. m., active stops 
were taken by the silver men to fcn'e.e a 
final volt. It was eviilent, however, that 
the opposition was ready to talk against 
time and thus carry the dt^Vfte through 
tlie night, if ne(. ssary, t-j (iut off a vote. 


Mr. Piatt, of Connecticut, took tho iioor 
and made an argument agaln.^t the bill, 
being frequently interrupted by points of 
no quorum and roll calls aud suggestions 
for closing dei)ate.

aiixed people are called peones, in Eng- 
ish peons. 
They constitute the bulk of 
*.he population, and do the laborious 
md menial work. 
In the third class are 
I he Araucanians pure and simple. There 
ire 50,000 of the savages in the country, 
rhcy yield a ready obedience to the 
''aws when they leave their wilds for 
livilization, and they can be impressed 
nto the army if desired. 
They are 
aerce, cruel, and tireless lighters. 


'Nearly all travelers who write of Chile 
\iil to distinguish sufficiently between 
ihe Chilean of pure Spanish, or, at least, 
vhite blood, and the mixed class. That 
s one reason why Americans have such 
ATong impressions of the people. 
The 
Jhilcacs are as white as we are, and near- 
y as numerous as the peons, whom they 
reat imperiously. 
There are naturally 
nany of the lower class whose admixture 
)f Indian blood is very small and who 
ire nearly white. 
For that, however, 
he unforfcunatei must suffer. 


The 
Chileans 
are 
a proud 
race, 
irrogant, pretentious and fond of dis- 
»lay. There is much of their Spanish 
brefathers 
about them. 
They have 
•cquired in the brisk climate an energy 
lot Spanish, but have retained a love of 
ase and a carelessness or slovenliness 
nth their work which 
is traceable 
lirectly. 
They have kept their Spanish 
leauty. 
They are not stunted in stature 
o the degree noticeable in the deicend- 
nts of Spaniards in other South Ameri- 
nn countries, probably another result 


and rosy. 
The bright-oyod conductors 
seldom retain thoir places long. 
When 
one becomes a conductor she might as 
well order her trousseau and be done 
with it. 


The great street of Santiago is the 
Alameda, a boulevard with a central 
irardou of trees, adorned with statuary, 
and with roadwa« s on either side. There 
are many tine residences along the street, 
as there arc also in the interminable 
streets which run to right and left, 
always crossing at right angles, and o:- 
cupying great areas of ground. 


The Chilean house is something of a 
fortrass. 
It has indications of the old 
Spanish house built about it, with many 
original features. 
It is built around one 
or more courtyards, and is shut oil from 
the street by heavy doors and sometimes 
by iron gates besides. 
A blank wall is 
all that is presented from the street. The 
outsider get no glimpse of the charming 
home-like scene within, of the orange 
trees blooming in the courtyard, of the 
curious 
angles, 
far-projecting 
roofs, 
quaint turnings and twistiugs, carved 
rafters, nail-studded doors, and other 
comfort-suggesting features of the truly 
interesting structure. 
An 
exceedingly 
inhospitable building is the 
Chilean 
family home. 
It offers no welcome to 
the stranger, and little even to the ac- 
quaintance, for social lines are drawn 
much more tightly in Chile than they 
are here. 


The well-to-do and poorer Chileans 
live in more modest dwellings of the 
same general plan. 
It remains to the 
peoms, 
the 
half-breeds, 
to 
live 
in 
wretched sheds and hovels, jammed to- 
gether 
in frightful and 
filthy 
dens. 
But it may be that travelers unwittingly 
exaggerate the poverty of the peons. 
Doubtless well-to-do Chileans who visit 
New York write home thrilling descrip- 
tions of Hester street. 


Most of the dwelling houses are built 
of adobe or sun-dried brick for the first 
story. 
If there be a second story it is 
often of cane, the whole plastered with 
mud and colored and ornamented. 
But 
few houses have more than one story, 
for Chile is a land of earthquakes. 
Al- 
though common and of constant occur- 
rencc, earthquakes are not regarded as 
either dangerous or unpleasant. 
Many 
private houses are of large size, cover- 
ing 400 or 500 feet square of ground, 
and accommodating three generations of 
a family with dining rooms, which will 
scat sixty at table. 
Many have archi- 
tectural pretensions, and are decorated 
with elaborate mouldings and marble 
slabs. 
But stucco is depended upon, 


arc the mixed people, the peons, who 
have Indian blood. 
The women are 
dark skinned, with straight black hair, 
and are homely after thoy pass the age 
of rosy cheeks. 
They dress coarsely and 
are vulgar in their manners* 
Both men 
and women acknowledge the superiority 
of the whites. 
The whiles in turn treat 
them like slaves. 
A Chilean will not 
thank a peon for a service. 


wine presses interest the traveler, 
for 
wine is becoming an important product 
of the land, and is securing a demand 
abroad. 
The great grazing districts, 
with their vaqueros, or Indian cowboys, 
and their rodeos, or roundups, as our 
ranchmen term the periodic stock ac- 
counting, and the great forest tracts, 
with their interesting Indian inhabitants, 
arc much talked of by travelers. 
Amaz- 
ing tales, too, arc told of the game in 
the southern forests and of the savage 
pumas which make life exciting for the 
mountaineer of the warmer regions»—- 
New York Sun.

Active, with an ambition to lead in all 
things, art and science as well as busi- 
ness, manufactures and war. 
Thoy arc 
copyists, however. 
Their 
civilization, 
high as it is, is crude and in many ways 
unformed. 


Santiago, the Chilean capital, is a 
handsome city. 
It lies in the great plain 
between the two mountain ranges, the 
great snow-capped summits of the Andes 
being visibley.from every street. 
It is 
laid out like 
chess board, as, indeed,is 
every Chilean .town, 
however small. 
There is a grand central plaza, with the 
cathedral, the Governor's palace and the 
ureat public buildings on two sides,and 
the swell shops of the city on the other 
two sides. 
The plaza is the real centre 
of the towug 
Its life, social and busi- 
ness, seems to spring from it. 
At night 
there is music under its trees, and the 
inhi bitants gather and promenade, mak- 
ing a nightly festival. 
By day the plaza 
is lined with baratillos or small retail 
booths, much patronized by the in- 
habitants, 
The city is well ordered. 
The shops are small and not remarkable 
for the variety or quality of the goods 
they contain. 
But (Santiago is not a 
business city. 
Valparaiso, four hours 
away by express, is the great seaport and 
business centre of the nation, the New 
York of Chile. 
Santiago is the city of 
homes and society, the social and gov- 
ernmuntttl head of the natioii. 
There 
are numerous street car linos in the city, 
and blooming half-breed girls act as car 
conductors. 
It is a singular . custom, 
seen nowhere else in South 
America. 
JMuny of the hulf-breeds are handsome, 
iind the women, wher. youug, are plump 


and houses arc painted every color and 
shade distinguishable by the 
human 
eye. 
Santiago has 
a 
large 
theatre, 
which is patronized extensively. 


An admirable understanding of the 
Chilean people can be obtained by visit- 
ing the plaza in the evening. 
The scene 
has been described by more than one 
traveler. 
A military band plays Euro- 
pean airs, while the people, young and 


The military 
atmosphere is every- 
where. 
The officers are bold, arrogant 
fellows who know their tactics by heart 
and are accustomed to command. 
The 
Peruvian war showed that they were in- 
trepid and fearless soldiers as well as 
brainy tacticians. 
The common soldiers, 
the peons, are stocky, sturdy, powerful, 
brutal, fearless. They love lighting, and 
they have no fear of death. 


Large and expensive barracks 
and 
military schools are now in course of 
erection in Santiago, for the Chileans 
mean to cultivate the art of war. 
The 
Chileans are close students of European 
armies, tactics and systems. 
Of 
the 
other institutions Santiago has her share. 
She has an extensive public school sys- 
tem, galleries of art, scientific collections 
and societies, a national college of a 
ligh order, schools of law and medicine, 
and the like. 
With its electric lights 
and telephones and telegraph systems, 
you would not know Santiago from an 
American city. 
Eight newspapeis are 
published daily. 
Besides large banks 
the city has every necessity or luxury at- 
tendant on the highest and most com- 
plex state of civilization.

Chllo's War Fleet. 


In January, 1880, the Chilean w^r 
fleet included three ironclads and one 
deck 
protected ciuiser, ten first class 
and two second class torpedo boats, two 
corvettes, three rams, two dispatch ves- 
sels, two transports, four gunboats and 
four sailing vessels. 


The Esmeralda is an old boat, but a 
magnificent cruiser. 
She was built for 
the Chilean Government in England at a 
cost of $1,500,000. 
She was chartered 
by the British Government in 1885, 
when England was involved in trouble 
with Russia, but returned afterward to 
Chile. 
She was badly battered up in 
the Chilean war with Peru, but was re- 
paired and restored to her primal glory. 
The Esmeralda is a protected cruiser and 
one of the best war ships afloat. 


A formidable addition to the Chilean 
navy will be the Capitan Prat, now 
nearing completion in France, and ex- 
pected to prove one of the most power- 
ful war vessels ever constructed.

In addition to these there are one iron 
clad of steel, 6000 tons; three deck pro- 
tected cruisers, also of steel, and two 
torpedo gunboats. 


Two years ago there were five rear- 
admirals, fifty-nine captains, and 160 
other officers. There wore 1609 common 
sailors, all thoroughly drilled men. There 
is a Naval College at Valparaiso with an 
average attendance of 100 cadets. 


The fact that there has been a civil 
war in Chile changes somewhat the sta- 
tistics of the army and navy, turning the 
National Guard and all local war or- 
ter of Chile, on the Western slope of the ganizations into one active body trained

old,promenade in the winding pathways 
under the trees. 
Many of the &.^stumes 
worn have been imported, and all have 
been cut after Parisian fashion plates.

The scene is enlivened by 
the presence of many officers in gay uni- 
form, for Chileans a&ct the army, and 
are fond of its display.

whites, 


Cordilleras de la Costa, is very difíerent 
from Santiago. 
It is essentially an Eng- 
lish city. 
It is large, of no particular 
beauty, and with something of a cosmo- 
politan air. 
It has clubs and a large 
English population. 
Germans, too, are 
very numerous. 
A great deal of wealth 
is centered in the town and invested in 
its enterprises and business projects. 
English. is spoken everywhere. 
One can 
hardly get along without it in Valparaiso. 
For that matter, English is well under- 
stood throughout the country. The time 
was when Paris was the city upon which 
all eyes were fixed. Paris is yet the 
Chilean's ideal in matters of dress and 
art, but Loudon is all else to Chile, and 
it may be said that it is a nation of 
Anglo-maniacs, although there is not any 
aping of the English to a perceptible de- 
gree. 
English is taught in the schools, 
and when the children are old enough to 
go abroad they are taken to London. Of 
course they visit Paris, too. 


Social life is more formal in Chile than 
with us. 
Society distinctions are drawn 
more definitely. The great families of 
the nation live apart in a small world 
of their own. 
Family counts for much. 
The chief social functions are the dinner 
party and the reception. 
Even in the 
middle classes there is not that joyous 
freedom of social intercourse which we 
know. 
The young man who falls in 
love must be content with unsatisfactory 
tete-a-tctes in crowded ball rooms. 
He 
must apply to the girl's parents and ob- 
tain permission to address the daughter 
before he is granted any additional lib- 
erty. 
Lovers are never permitted 
to 
meet alone until they have been mar- 
ried. 


Chilean women of the upper class ex- 
haust the vocabularies of travelers. They 
are exceedingly slender and graceful, al- 
most always with rich dark complexions, 
long, soft, and jet black hair and black 
eyes under long drooping lashes. 
They 
speak the soft Spanish language with 
softer voices than their fair American 
sisters of the jiorthern hemisphere. They 
are educated carefully. Many of them 
si)eak Entflish, and a few speak French, 
Traveling in Chile is rapid and com- 
fortable. The railroads are well con- 
structed and the rolling stock is of the 
best. 
Express trains make almost as 
good time as they do in the United 
Slates. 
Parlor cars are common on the 
principal roads. 
The number of travel- 
ers is amazing in a nation of 3,000,000 
people. 
The usual explanatiom is that 
the lower classes are restless folk, never 
satisfied with one place, always wanting 
change. 
The idleness of their Spanish 
progenitors and their Indian shiftlessness 
make the peons roving good-for-noth- 
ings, but always happy. Thoy will never 
work long at a job. 
As soon as they 
have something ahead they Is nogk off 
and spend it.

TO MAKE BREAD. 


After twenty years' practical expori- 
ence in handling dough I have no hesi- 
tancy in saying that for making bread of 
the choicest quality—bread that is sweet, 
nutty-flavorcd and nutritious—there is no 
simpler, easier or better method than the 
one I follow, writes Emma E* Ewing. 
This is the formula: 


To each pint of luke-warm wetting, 
composed of sweet milk and water mixed 
in equal proportions, I add half a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a half-ounce cake of 
some reliable compressed yeast, thor- 
oughly dissolved in a little cold water, 
and stir in flour with a wooden spoon 
until a dough is formed of sufficient con- 
sistency to bo lifted in a mass from the 
mixing bowl to the moulding board, 
where I work in flour until it becomes 
smooth and elastic and ceases to stick to - 
the fingers or the moulding board, 
I 
then put the dough into a warm, well- 
greased earthern bowl,brush lightly with 
melted butcer, cover with a bread towel 
and blanket and set to rise for three 
hours or until light, when I form it into 
loaves or rolls, put in greased pans,brush 
and cover as before and set to rise for an 
hour or until light. 


Put these loaves in an oven whoso 
temperature is about 380 degrees, or in 
which a spoonful of flour will brown 
nicely in two minutes, and when thor- 
oughly baked take them from the oven, 
remove from the pans and place in such 
position as will expose the greatest 
amount of surfacc to the fresh air and 
allow any gas or steam that may be in 
them to escape and thus prevent their 
sweating and becoming soft. 


Dough that is made with good flour 
and yeast and mixed and kept at a tem- 
perature of seventy-five degrees—which 
IS the correct temperature for perfect 
bread-making—will almost 
invariably 
become light in a mass in three hours 
after being set to rise the first time and 
in loaves in one hour after being set to 
rise the second time, and will usually be 
ready to bake in four hours from the 
time the ycaat is mixed with the flour. 
A loaf of bread weighing from a pound 
and a quarter to a pound and a half, to 
be thoroughly baked, requires to remain 
in the oven when at the proper tempera- 
ture from forty-five to sixty minutes. 


I never use sugar or grease in bread, 
as they both detract from the quality 
and fiavor, but people who persist in hav- 
ing their bread and rolls *'shortened*' 
with butter or lard, stated approximately, 
as one measure of wetting and three and 
a half or three and three-quarters meas- 
ures of flour; and a pint of wetting, 
which weighs a pound, is usually suffil- 
cient to make dough enough for two 
loaves of bread that will weigh from a 
pound and a quarter to a pound and a 
half each, according to the brand of flour 
used.—Chicairo News.

This excellent winter vegetable, says 
Eliza R. Parker in the Courier-Journal, 
is not as generally used as it should be. 
It is not only nourishing and wholesome, 
but is very palatable, and may be pre- 
pared in a variety of ways. 
Prom its 
similarity in flavor to the oyster, it is 
called oyster plant, and when made into 
soup or fried in butter is quite similar 
to fresh oysters. 
It is not at all diffii- 
cult to cultivxi-e, and may be left in the 
ground and dug as wanted, or taken up 
in the fall and stowed away in the cellar 
for winter use. 


Salsify Soup—Take one dozen salsify 
roots, scrape, and cut into slices; cover 
with boiling water, and boil slowly one 
hour; add a quart of milk. 
Rub two 
tablespoonfuls of Hour and one of butter 
together, add a little mace and nutmeg; 
stir into the soup; let boil up once, and 
serve. 


Stewed 
Salsify—Scrape and 
wash 
clean, cut in pieces, and soak in cold 
water fifteen minutes; drain, put in a 
saucepan of boiling water add a tea» 
spoon of salt, and boil fifteen minutes. 
When done drain, "^ut in cold water, 
while making sauce. 
Put on? table- 
spoonful of butter in a frying-pan, let 
melt, add one tablespoon of Hour, and 
mix until smooth, add half a pint of 
milk, and stir until it boils; pour in 
half a cup of the water in which tho 
salsify was boiled, season with salt and" 
pepper, put in the salsify, let heat, and 
take up. 


Baked Salsify—Scrape, boil in salt 
water, and mash. 
Serve with salt, pep- 
per and butter. 
Put in a baking dish. 
Beat an egg in a cup of cream, to which 
add a cup of stale bread crumbs. 
Put 
in the oven and bake brown. 


Mock Oysters—Wash and scrape sal- 
sify roots, boil in salt water until tender 
and mash; add two beaten eggs, half a 
cup of cream, a tablespoonful of butter, 
with salt and pepper; make in 
littlo 
cakes tho shape of an oyster, roll in 
cracker meal, fry brown and serve very 
hot. 


Salsify Fritters—Scrape and boil in 
salt water. 
When done, drain and mash 
line. 
Add half a teaspoon of salt, two 
well-beaten eggs, a pint of milk, a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder and ilour to 
thicken. 
Beat well and fry in boiling 
lard. 
Drain on brown paper and servo. 


Salsify Salad—Cut oS. the ends of a 
dozen salsify roots; scrape off the outet 
parts; cover them with cold water; add 
a wine-glass of vinegar. 
Let stand one 
hour, then boil slowly, drain and quar- 
ter; lay in a salad dish, pour over plain 
salad dressing, and serve very cold.

Routs in Drains. 


Recently, in the yard of a 
public 
school in Philadelphia, a drain from the 
out-buildings was found to be choked, 
and on examination a little root of a maple 
tree had been found to penetrate a very 
small pore in the terra cotta pipe; yet so 
ranidly did these roots increase, after 
they found there was plenty of food at 
command in the drain, that although the 
pipe was eight inches in diameter,several 
bucketfulfl of small librous roots were 
taken out, and which had completely 
choked all circulation through the drain. 
It was a wonderful example of the in- 
crease of roots,under circumstances favor- 
able through the abundance of food. It is 
»aid that in this case no trouble is antic- 
ipated in future years, i.s it is believed 
that a bucketful or two of salt brine, 
passed through the drain once or twice 
H year, will eüectually scorch ofC any 
libres that may attempt the same frolic in 
future. 
Where, however, this remedy 
cannot be applied, it will be a caution 
not to have drains in the vicinity of the 
roots of trees.—Meehan's Monthly,

The famous 
codfish which hangs 
from the base of the domo in the Mas- 
sachusetts Statehouse, and inside tho 
old room in which tho Eepresenfa 
tives used to meeb, will be absent from 
the chamber in the new 
extension 
which thoy are soon to occupy. 
Just 
why this emblem, which has always 
attracted the notice of visitors and 
sometimes moved them 'to ridicule, 
should bo ignored in the transfer of 
movables from one room to the other 
is not explained, and it is even said 
that the codfish is doomed to figure in 
a museum, presumably historical. Tho 
following account of its origin is given: 
"In 1S6G Charles W, Palfrey, editor 
of the Salem Kegister, and a member 
of the House for several years, under- 
took to gather ali the facts that could 
bo learned about the placing of the 
figure in tho chamber. 
After ext^en- 
sive researches, he found much con- 
cerning the fish, which, luckily, had 
been 
iDroserved, 
On 
Wednesday, 
March 17, 1784, John Eowe, ft mem* 
ber from Boston, moved permission 
to hang the codfish in the house as a 
memorial to tho importance of the 
codfishery to tho welfare of the State. 
Tho motion prevailed, and 
shortly 
after tho emblem was jjlaced in posi- 
tion, and there it has remained undis- 
turbed through all the vicissitudes of 
the 
years which have 
intervened. 
Once it was repainted, but it has never 
been taken down from the iron rod by 
which it is hold in jjosition. 
Mr. 
Kowe, who in'esGnted the figure to the 
Commonwealth, was aAvell-known citi- 
zen of Boston and a 
conspicuous 
patriot, being asso^iiated with >Samuel 
Adams, James Otis, John Hancock, 
and other leaders of tlio period. 
He 
was interested in commerce and an 
extensive property owner along the 
water-front, Kowe's Wharf and con- 
tiguous territory being among his 
possessions, 
He died on February 17, 
1787."

When I first saw it six years 
ago there 'were forty acres of sheds 
about it, in which hundreds of car- 
23cnters were cutting ujp great logs, 
which hnd been imported from the Isl- 
and of Formosa, into boards, while 


gorgeous temples in tin' world are the 
wonderful structures in which Buddha 
is worshipped at Bankok in Siam. 
At 
Rangoon, in Burmah, is the famous 
structure known as the Golden Pagoda, 
which is said to rest over several of the 
hairs which came from Buddha's head. 
Th s temple is a mountain of gold, or 
rulJ er of brick and stone plast ^ 1 over 
with gold leaf. Built upon a mighty 
platform, its base is about a quarter of 
a mile in circumference, from which 
these terraces of gold go upviard in 
bell-like p^'ries to a height almost as 
preat as the Wa-ihington Monument. 


Everything was done by hand. 
Im- 
mense beams, such as would be a load 
for a team of Norman horses, were be- 
ing carried \xp to the top of tho struc- 
ture by women and men. 
A road 
about fifteen feet wide had been built 
xipon a senffolding, making an inclined 
plane running clear to the roof of the 
strn 'lure. A hundrd or so men would 
catch hold of one of these log 
.ud 
carry it up on thtjir backs. There was 
then, and thero is still, an immense 
scaffolding about the temple made of 
thousands of poles tied together with 
ropes. 
These poles wore of all sizes, 


BEGGING PRIESTS OP JAPAN. 


It has a base of fourteen acres, and on 
its top is a great golden umbrella, to 
the ribs of which jewels are hung. The 
whole of this vast structure is plated 
with gold. 
It is hundreds of years 
old, and it has been plated again and 
again, and there are, undoubtedly, 
millions of dollars' worth of metal 
mixed with its brick and plaster. One 
King of Burmah vowed that Jae would 
give his weight in gold to this monu- 
ment if Buddha would grant him 
something that ho wanted. 
Buddha 
accepted tho iDroposition. At least his 
wish was realized, and when ho hoi^ped 
on tho imperial scales it is said that ho 
registered 170 pounds. 
The vow cost 
him just about §4:5,000 in gold leaf. 
This groat monument is now being re- 
gilded, 


I visited temples in China which 
contained thousands of little 
gold 
Butldhas. 
There is one at Nanking in 
which I saw 10,000 gods under one 
roof. Some of them were very small 
gods, and all'were plated with gold 
loaf.

church that is being erected in the 
world to-day, is tho Higashi Hong- 
wunji Templo, in Kioto. 
When it is 
finished it will have cost, all told, 
something liko $8,0u0,000.

Eight million dollars for a 
church! 
I don't Lulieve we have one 
in the United States that has cost as 
much, and I know we have none that 
have been built in such a curious way. 


from that of a fishing rod up to a 
telegraph pole. 
They looked very in- 
secure to me, but I was told that they 
were perfectly safe, and all of the 
scaffolding used by the Jajjanese is 
made in this way. 
Think of building 
a structure costmg millions of dollars 
without derricks or machinery of any 
kind. 


When I first visited this temple the 
logs were being dragged about from 
ono place to another with great cables 
of brownish-black, in which, hero and 
there, you could see threads of white. 
The ropes looked very curious to me, 
and I asked what they were, 
I was 
told that they were made of the 
hair of women who had cut off their 
locks and given them for this purpose 
as an offering to Buddha. 
Over liUO,- 
000 women out off their hair to make 
these ropes. 
Some of them were as 
big iwound as your leg, others were no 
thicker than a clothes-Jino. 
These 
ropes have now been all collected to- 
gether, 
They aro wrapped up in 
great coils on the portico which runs 
around the temple, and they will be 
kept as one of its treasures. 
-Not long 
ago a section of the rope was sent to 
the National Museum at Washington, 
where it may now be seen in ono of 
the cases of that institution. 


Japan has tho biggest Buddhas of 
the world, 
One in a park at Nara, 
not far from the old capital, Kioto, is 
ho largebt. 
The statue is in a temple 
taller than any New York flat, There 
are dozens of gold gods all about it. 
Some of these gods, though eighteen 
feet high, look like pygmies beside 
the great image, which sits with its 
legs crossed and his right hand up- 
lifted on a pedestal above them. 
A 
fence prevented me from taking meas- 
urements, but the priests told me it 
was fifty-three feet in height. 
Ttiis 
Buddha is over a thousand years old, 


The other great Buddha is that at 
Kamakura, which has been written 
about by nearly every traveler who 
has gone to Jax)an. 


Home of 
these Buddhist 
temples 
have enormous incomes. 
There is one 
right near the new temple I have 
described which takes in about §200,- 
000 a year, and this church has fre-

pie, and it is a wonder in the richness 
of its interior decoration. 
It has 
hundreds of rooms walled with gold 
leaf, and 
it contains hundreds of 
screonfl painted by the old Japanese 
masters. 
A famous left-handed artist 
of Japan, Jingoro, did most of the 
carving within it, and it is coiled in 
sr>mo places with black and gold lac- 
quer, and its trimmings are of won- 
derfully carved brass. 
It has a bell 
almost as big as a small seaside cot- 
tage, and this is rung by a big log of 
wood, which is hung outside of the 
bell to a rope, and can be pulled back 
BO that it Mill strike tho bell on tho 
robouud. 
It has one audience room 
which ' \oa nearly 1000 yards of mat- 
ting to cover it, and the brass lanterns 
which hang from the great rafters of 
this room are each as big as a hogs- 
head. 


There are many Buddhist sects in 
Japan. 
They all believe in Buddha, 
but they have different doctrines and 
different modes of worshii-). 
There 
is one sect which sell medicinc and 
charms which will protect you against 
coughs, consumption, tho devil or tho 
smalli^ox. 
They sell all kinds of sand, 
which is supposed to make the limbs 
of tho dead soft and flexible, so thoy 
can be easily doubled in tho bosliko 
coffins which are usedbvthe Japanese. 
These are known as the Tendi sect, 
and they have between four and five 
thousand temples 
in 
Japan. 
Tho 
Monto 
ct, thoNichirenandthe Jodo 
sect may be callod the three most 
powerful branches of the Japanese 
Buddhists. 
The 
Montos 
worship , 
Amida 
Buddha, and they say that 
earnest prayer, noble thoughts and 
good works are the elements of their 
faith. 
It is to this sect, I think, that 
these two big temples which I have 
described belong. It has also immense 
temples in Tokio and elsewhere. 
Tho 
Niclairen sect are the shouting wor- 
shipers of the faith. 
Thoy are vio- 
lent and noisy, and thoy think that 
all ether sects except themselves go 
straight to hell. 
The Jodo sect do 
not eat fiesh, and they insist that their 
priests should not marry. 
They pray 
without ceasing, and spend a great 
part of their time squatting before 
bells of wood and brass, on which they 
pound in order to wako up the gods. 


About the Buddhist temples are lit- 
tle wooden ^ods for babies' diseases, 
around which children's bibs are tied. 
There are other gods which aro sui^- 
posed to help babies in teething. 
There are some which are good foi 
the stomach ache and others which 
will cure sore eyes. 
In some of the 
temples are sacred ponies which you 
may feed with holy beans at one cent 
a plate and gain 
religious credit 
thereby. 
These are, I think, 
how- 
ever, more connected with the Shinto 
temples. 


Tiiere is a famous white horse at 
the temples of lee which is supposed 
to be gifted with supernatural powers. 
According to the stories current in 
Japan, he has a good deal to do with 
the warlike matters of the empire, for 
after the Satsuma rebellion he disap- 
peared and did not come back for 
three days. 
His return on the third 
day was considered very propitious 
of the success of tho Emperor's cause. 
During 
the present struggle with 
China he disappeared again, and after 
ten days returned looking fresh and 
well. 
The ]^rophets of Japan 
state 
that this indicated Japan's victories 
over China, and that the hostilities 
Mould last three times as long as the 
Satsuma rebellion. 


There is no part of the East where 
the missionaries do more work than 
in Japan, and they have stirred tho 
Buddhists into action. 
Many of tlio 
Jai^anese do not like the idea that 
their country should be a field for 
missionary labors, and some of tho 
people think that such mission work 
as is done should be done by native 
pastors. 
Not long ago the question 
of foreign missions came up in Par- 
liament, and it was argued from ono 
standpoint that tho missionaries ought 
o be tolerated because they brought 
a great deal of money into the coun- 
try, 
It was stated in tho papers at 
that time that there were 650 foreign 
missionaries in Japan, and they aver- 
age at least $100 per month, making 
a total of $65,000 per month spent by 
tho missionaries. 
It will thus be seen 
that the Christian churches annually 
spend in Japan at least $780,000 a 
year, and these exi^enditures, tho na- 
tive papers thought, ought to be en- 
couraged, 
They stated that tUero 
were 40,000 Christians among tho 
Japanese, and there were 1200 Japan- 
ese pastors. The missionaries in Japan 
are, in reality, doing a great deal of 
earnest work. 


Trobrnfc lor a Bullet by Elcclricity. 
Ono of the most important renent 
inventions in surgery is tho telephonio 
probe, the discovery of Dr. Wells, a 
surgeon in tho United States service. 
This probe, says tho Now York World, 
is designed for use in tho euro of epi- 
lepsy, the strange malady which has 
so long puzzled the médical profession. 
It had been recognizod that epilepsy 
was in many cases tho result of tho 
presence of a foreign substance in tho

brain, such as a sliver of skull or a 
piece of a bullet. 
But operation 
among the tissues of the brain in the 
effort to find such a substance Avas 
daugerous work, from which many 
surgeons shrunk, though it was justi- 
fied in extreme cases. 


To poke an instrument about the 
interior folds of the brain in the ef- 
fort to find a small fragment of for- 
eign substance was not only danger- 
ous, but in most cases fruitless. 
This 
has now been obviated by tho tele- 
phonic probe, wliich instantly tells 
the operator when ho has touched tho 
foreign substance, and then, by a,a in- 
genious mechanioal arrangement, the 
l^robe, without being moved from its 
position, opens and grasps the frag- 
ment, which is quickly removed. 
In 
connection with the diamond drill for 
oiieration on the skull, this disoovery 
has enormously advanced brain surg- 
ery. 


It consists of throe parts. 
First, 
thero is the probe, which is gently in- 
sinuated through the tissues ; second, 
a little pocket battery connected with 
the ear-piece, and third, the ear-piece 
itself, which is exactly like the corre- 
sijonding part of a telephone. 


It is used in this way : 
The flap is 
cut with the Pyle drills and turned 
back. 
Then the chain which dangles 
from the probe is screwed into ono of 
the keys which projects from the ear- 
l^iece, and the hand piece for the op- 
erator is similarly 
connected with 
another key in the ear-piece. 


The surgeon then takes the probe in 
the right hand, puts the ear-piece to 
his ear, and gently presses the probo 
through the delicate tissues of the 
brain until it touches the foreign 
bod}', bone or bullet, as it may be. 
The minute this contact is accom- 
plished quite a distinct sound is carried 
through tho circuit to the operator's 
ear. 
By an ingenious device a pair of 
teeth aro projected on each side of the 
end of tho probe, and take immediate 
hold of the foreign substance thus 
found, which can be deftly drawn out 
of the wound. 


The detective and extractive powers 
of this apparatus aro said to be infal- 
lible, and tho extraordinary 
fineness 
of its work is particularly serviceable 
in the brain, whose tissues are so eas- 
ily damaged, and where, naturally, 
the very least amount of laceration is 
desirable,

A bill appropriating 
000,000 for 
the improvement of the public roads of 
the State was introduced into the House 
at Harrisburg a few days ago by Mr. 
Snively, oi Franklin. 
It provides for 
the appointment of township road com- 
mittees and 
county road 
engineers. 
The money is to be disbursed by the 
Slate Treasurer upon the order of the 
Secretary of Intetnal Affairs, when this 
order is accompanied 
by the sworn 
statement of a township 
committee 
countersigned by the county road en- 
gineer. 
The appropriation is to be 
expended outside of cities and boroughs 
pro rata, according to the population 
of each county, on such roads as the 
Secretary of Internal Affixirs, with the 
county engineer and township commit 
tee, shall agree upon. 
All such roads 
shall be known as Slate roads and be 
kept in repair by the State. 
The local 
committee is to consist of five men, 
who shall serve four years without com- 
pensation, except expenses. 
The pay 
of the engineer shall be not less than

Wild Cattle That Will Do Anything 
Kxccpt Go on Board—Occasional 
Chases in tho Water, 


^ I I HE Le Fevre, belonging to 
the Jersey City Central stock 
^ 
yards, lay alongside a White 
oT 
Star liner bound for Liver- 
pool, says tho Now York Sun, 
Three 
or four hundred cattle had already 
been transferred to tho hold of the 
steamer and had made but slight ob- 
jection to the procesp, the gangplank 
being almost level. 
The remainder of 
the herd were to be accommodated on 
tho steamer's upper deck, 
to 
be 
"saloon imssengers," as one of the 
ocean drovers remarked, and getting 
them up into their elevateu quarters 
was the tojjic under consideration. 


The steep ascent being pronounced 
impracticable, and other gangways 
with which it was proposed to reduce 
the grade being condemned as too 
weak, the upper end of the gangway 
was lowered with ropes some distance 
below the deck, so thai;,it M^as at an 
angle of 
about forty-iivo degrees. 
High board sides were affixed to pre- 
vent the cattle from jumping over- 
board, and up this steep incline the 
cattle were forced, reaching the deck 
by a jump from the ead of the gang- 
way. 
There was much i^rotost in tho 
way of bellowing. 


Two "monstrous bullocks, one a dark 
red with a broken horn, the other 
dappled with white, were first to ar- 
rive at the end of the gangway. They 
looked up anxiously, and then turned 
as if seeking some way of escape, but 
their companions were crowding thick 
behind them, and on either side cow- 
boys stood urging them on with ad- 
monishing blows and shouts. 
Inspito 
of themselves they were forced a short 
distance up the gangplank, but there 
they hesitated, and no amount of urg- 
ing and jabbing with long poles could 
induce them to climb further.

The spotted white 
bullock advanced a step or so ahead of 
his companion.

Sometimes every- 
thing is washed away, and cattle and 
all go to the bottom ; but the owners 
don't care, because each bullock is 
fully insured as soon as it leaves the 
stock yard." 


Every one of tho cattle destinod for 
shipment is inspectod at the stock 
yard by a United States Inspector, 
and has a numbered metal fag inserted 
in the right ear. 
This is a matter of 
courtesy to the English Government, 
and to certify that the cattle are 
sound.
